MITI officials said the survey 
revealed the weakness of Ja- 
pan's industry to compete on 
the international market and 
pointed up the need for the Gov- 
ernment to formulate positive 
measures to cope with trade lib- 
eration, 


The survey was conducted 
with the nation’s yearly eco- 
nomie growth rate for the com- 
ing three years estimated at 7.2 
per cent, gross national product 
for fiscal 1959 at ¥13,300,000 mil- 
lion and taking into account the 
highly-developed industria! 
structure in future and ration- 
alization investments. 


According to the survey, ex- 
ports for fiscal 1963 will be held 
down to $4,700 millon if struc- 
tural changes in Japan's export 
markets and other factors are 
taken into consideration.

GENEVA (UPI)—The United 
States and Britain served notice 
Thursday that they were going 
all out to break down the grow- 
ing tariff barriers raised against 
them by the six-nation European 
Economic, Community.

The Japan North Korea talks

At 
present, however, the employ- 
ment problem cannot be solved 
through an enlarged economic 
scale. Nowadays, it is becom- 
ing relatively difficult for em- 
ployers to employ those fresh 
from school, while old people 
are finding it highly difficult to 
find jobs. Such a situation must 
be remedied on a long-term basis 
instead of as-a_ provisional 
phenomenon. To this end, the

Rice Crop 

This year’s rice crop is esti- 
mated at 12,910,000 tons—the 
largest harvest in history. This 
bumper crop will certainly al 
leviate the demand for rice, but 
it brings up a subsequent ques- 
tion of how to deal with the 
Government's food policy. The 
Agriculture-Forestry Ministry 
has increased its rice ration- 
ings by one kilogram per capi- 
ta since Sept. 1.

countries. In the United States 


all stores except drug stores are 
closed after 5 or 6 p.m. and all 
day on Sundays, whereas in 
Japan Sunday is a shopping 
day. 

In consideration of working 
Women the department stores 
in large cities in the States take 
turns and keep their doors open 
till 9 p.m. once a week. In this 
way working women are able 
to shop at one of the depart- 
ment stores at night. 

In Japan those whé are em- 
ployed at big plants have at 
least one day off a week and 
during weekdays are able 
to leave the office or plant at 
5:30 or 6 p.m., but those hired 
at small industrial plants and 
shops must work till late at 
night. I often meet on the 
street at night young boys not 
much older than 15 riding on 
a bicycle balancing a pile of 
noodle bowls in one hand. 

Recently, wholesale and retail 
shops have decided to close 
their businesses twice or three 
times a month. 


It is undoubtedly advantage- 
ous for ambitious young men 
to work at big plants where 
working conditions are superior, 
because they have time to at- 
tend night schools after work. 
Hence, the scarcity of labor sup- 
ply for small plants and stores, 
while competition for employ- 
ment is stiff at the bigger con- 
cerns. 


However, MH all the shops are 
closed at 6 p.m. or so, what will 
the working women do? In the 
United States I saw house-wives 
buying a load of foodstuffs 
at a time and take them back 
in a car. Japanese housewives 
must buy foodstuffs daily, be- 
cause the majority of Japanese 
families do not own refrigera- 
tors, not to speak of freezers 
where foodstuffs can be kept 
for a year. 


Furthermore, thousands of 
lower income families have no 
money to buy even the daily 
portion of. rice till the bread- 
winner of the family returns 
home with the day’s earnings.
